IENOHS OF A MAN WHO 
HAS BEEN IN ONE, 


In the Capacity of an Attendant on 
the .Unfortunates — Peculiarities 
of People Under Treatment—The 
Difference Between Women and

She im- 
agined 1 was ber servant, and ordered 
me to get her a drink of whisky. I 
told her I did not know where it_was. 
She said it was under the bed. When 
I showed her there was none, she be- 
gan to look all around, here, there and 
everywhere, and got so mad we 
put the jacket on her because I would 
not obey her orders. 

„When a man had delirium tremens 
he would generally imagine himself 
beset by bugs, snakes and reptiles of 
all sorts, but the women did not have 
such fancies frequently. 

“The patients sometimes came of 
their own free willand sometimes were 
brought there by their relatives, and it 
was a fine thing to have an institution 
of that kind.

Below will be“ found an interesting 
article from the New York Tribune, on 
the business situation of the country. 
Since that was written, the telegraph 
has brought us information of a more 
serious state of affairs in the New 
York money market. Gold has been 
exported largely, bank reserves have 
fallen, and there have been at times 
rumors of a possible financial panic. 

As the article we quote shows, the 
stagnation and uneasiness arises from 
speculative sources. It is the specu- 
lators who, unable to carry out their 
schemes, are suffering and who would 
willingly drag the country down with 
them. The market of late has been 
left to professional speculators.” The 
Tribune says that the country is all 
the better for languishing speculation. 
This is very true, but the trouble is 
that speculation is now 80 close- 
ly woven up with our finan- 
cial fabric, and rich  specula- 
tors, by combination, have obtained 
so much power that they cannot be- 
come seriously entangled without com- 
promising or even ruining many inno- 
cent people. Take, for instance, the 
recent extraordinary fluctuations in 
the price of sugar-trust certificates. 
We have little sympathy with those 
who have bought these certificates, 
knowing them to represent an organi- 
zation bent on arbitrarily fixing the 
price of a necessity.

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Shall it be Made a Blessing or a 
Curse? — A Text from Ezekiel, 
“They Traded in Fairs “-A Ser- 
mon of the Times. 


Brooxiyn [N. T.). Oct. 6.—[Spe- 
cially Reported for the Los ANGELES 
Trwes.}| The Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, D. D., preached in the Taber- 
nacle this morning on the subject, 
“The Coming World's Fair: Shai It 
Be made a Blessing or a Curse?“ His 
text was Ezekiel xxvii, 12: “They 
traded in thy fairs.” Before proceed- 
ing with his sermon, he said to his 
congregation: 

„With the hearty consent of the 
elders and trustees of this church, I 
leave on Wednesday morning, October 
80th, on the City of Paris, for the 
Holy Land, Palestine, to be gone 
about two months. Iam sure all my 
congregation will unite with the offi- 
cers in giving their consent when I tell 
them why I go. First, my object is 
educational to myself and congrega- 
tion. I want to see the places associ- 
ated with Our Lord’s life and death. 
I believe I can make my pulpit work 
far more efficient when I have seen 
with my own eyes Bethlehem and 
Nazareth and Jerusalem and Calvary 
and all the other places connected with 
the Savior’s minis Those places 
cannot be visited healthfuily in the 
summer and in time of usual vacation. 
What I learn and see you will learn 
and see when I come back, My sec- 
ond reason for going is, that I am 
whiting the ‘Life of Christ,’ and I can 
be more accurate and graphic when 1 
have been an eye-witness of the sacred 
places.“ 

The preacher then proceeded with 
his sermon: 

Fairs may be for the sale of goods or 
for the exhibition of goods on a small 
scale or a large scale, for country or 
city, for one nation or for all nations. 
My text brings us to the fairs of an- 
cient Tyre, a city that is now extinct. 
Part of the city was on an island and 
part on the mainiand. Alexander the 
conqueror was much embarrassed when 
he found so much of the city was on 
an island, for he had no ships. But 
his. military genius was not to 
baiked. Having marched his army to 
theebeach, he ordered them to tear u 
the city on the mainland and throw it 
into the water and build a causewu 
two hundred teet wide to the island. 
So they took that part of the city which 
was on the mainiand and with it 
built a causeway of timber and brick 
and stone, on which his army marched 
to the capture of that part of the city 
which was on the island, as though a 
hostile army should put Brooklyn into 
the East River and over it m to 
the capture of New York. That

But oh 
what a magnificent city it once was! 
Mistress of the sea! ueen of inter- 
national commerce! All nations cast- 
ing their crowns at her feet! Where 
we have in our sailing vessels benches 
of wood sbe had benches of ivory. 
Where we have for our masts of ships 
sails of coarse canvas, she had sails of 
richest embroidery. The chapter from 
which my text is taken, after enumera- 
ting the richest countriesin all the 
world, says of Tyre: They traded in 
thy fairs.“ Look in upon a world’s 
fair at Tyre. Ezekiel leads us through 
one department and itis a horse-fair. 
Under-fed and over-driven for ages 
the horses of today give you no idea o 
the splendid animals, which, rearin 
and plunging, aud snorting an 
neighing, were brought down over the 
plank of the ships and led into the 
world’s fair at Tyre until Ezekiel, who 
was a minister of religion and not 
supposed to know much about horses, 
cried out in admiration: **They of the 
House of Togarmah traded in thy 
fairs with horses. Here in another 
department of that worid’s fair at 
Tyre, led on by Ezekiel the prophet, 
we find everything all ablaze with 
precious stones. Like petrified snow 
are the corals; like fragments of fallen 
sky are the sapphires; and here is agate 
abiush with ail colors. What is that 
aroma we inbale? It is from chests of 
cedar which weopen and find them 
filled with all styles of fabric. But 
the aromatics increase as we pass 
down this lane of enchantment, and 
here are cassia and frankincense and 
balm. Led on by Ezekiel, the prophet, 
we come to an agricultural fair with 
a display of wheat from Minnith and 
Pannag, rich as that of our modern 
Dakota or Michigan. And here is a 
mineralogical fair with specimens of 
iron, and silver, and tin, and lead, and 
old. But halt, for here is purple, 
yrian purple, all tints and shades, 
deep almost unto the black and bright 
almost unto the blue; waiting for 
kingsand queens to order it made 
into robes for coronation day; purple

But the world has copied these Bible- 
mentioned fuirs in all succeeding ages, 
and it has had its Louis the VI. fair 
at Dagobert, and Henry the I. fair on 
St. Bartholomew’s day, and Hun- 
garian fairs at Pesth, and Easter fairs 
at Leipsic, and the Scotch fairs at 
Perth (bright was the day when I was 
atone of them), and afterward came 
the London world’s fair, and the New 
York world’s fair, and the Vienna 
world’s fair, and the Parisian worid’s 
fair; and it has been decided that in 
commemoration of the discovery of 
America in 1492, there shall be held 
in this country in 1892, a world’s fair 
that shall eclipse all precoding 
national exhibitions. I say, God speed 
the movement! Surely the event 
commemorated is worthy ofall the 
architecture and music and pyrotech- 
nics and eloquence and stupendous 
planning and monetary expenditure 
and Congressional appropriations 
which the most sanguine Christian 
patriot has ever dreamed of. Was 
any voyage that the world ever heard 
of crowned with such an arrival as 
that of Columbus and his men? After

patriotic and Christian will be a com- 
memorative world’s fair in America in 
1892. Leaving to others the discussion 
as tothe site of such exposition—and 
I wonder not that some five or six of 
our cities are struggling to have it, for 
it will give to any city to which it may 
be assigned an impulse of — too 
for a hundred years—I say, leaving to 
others the selection of the particular 
locality to be thus honored, I want to 
say some things from the point of 
Christian patriotism which ought to be 
said, and the earlier the better, that 
we may get thousands of people talk- 
ing in the right direction, and that 
will make healthful public opinion. I 
beg you to consider prayerfully what I 
feel called upon of God as an Ameri- 
can citizen and as a preacher of right- 
eousness to utter. 

My first suggestion is that it is not 
wise, as certainly it is not Christian, to 
continue this wide and persistent 
attempt of American cities to belittle 
and depreciate other cities. It bas 
been going on for years, but now the 
spirit seems to culminate in this dis- 
cussion as to where the World’s Fair 
shall be held, a style of discussion 
which has a tendency to injure the 
success of the fair as a great moral 
and patriotic enterprise, after the 
locality has been decided upon. There 
is such a thing as healthful rivalry be- 
tween cities, but you will bear me out 
in saying that there can be no gcod 
to come from the uncanny things 
said about each other by New York 
and Chicago, by Chicago and St. Louis, 
by St. Paul and Minneapolis, by Ta- 
coma and Seattle, and all through the 
States by almost every two proximate 
cities. All cities, like individuals, 
have their virtues and their vices. All 
our American cities should be our ex- 
ultation. What cburches! What pub- 
lic libraries! What asylums of mercy! 
What academies of music! What 
mighty men in law and medicine, and 
art and scholarship! What schools 
and colleges and universities! What 
women, radiant and gracious, and an 
improvement on all the generations 
of women since Eve! What philan- 
thropists who do not feel satisfied with 
their own charities until they get into 
the hundreds of thousands and the 
millions! What God's acres” for the 
dead, gardens of beauty and palaces of 
marble for those who sleep the last 
sleep! Now stop your slander of 
American cities. Do you say they are 
the centers of crime and political cor- 


be ruption? Please admit the fact that 


they are the centers of intelligence and 
generosity and the mightiest patrons 
of architecture, and sculpture, and 
painting, and music, and reservoirs of 
religious influence for all the con- 
tinent. It will be well for the country 
districts to cease talking against the 
cities, and it will be well for the city 
of one locality to stop talking against 
the cities of other localities.

Let not the ma-

power the moral and religious. Durin 
that exposition, the first time in 
ir lives, there will -be-theousands ot 
ple from other lands who will see 
a country without a state religion. Let 
us by an increased harmony. among all 
denommations of religion impress 
other nationalities as they come here 
that year with the superior advantage 
of having all denominations equal in 
the sight of government. All the rul- 
ers and chief men of Europe belong to 
the state religion, whatever it oy be. 
Although our last two Presidents have 
been Presbyterians, thé previous one 
was an Episcopalian, and the two pre- 
vious Methodists; and — further 
back in that line of sidents, we 
find Martin Van Buren a Dutch Re- 
formed, and John Quincy Adams a 
Unitarian; and a man’s religion in this 
country is neither hindrance nor ad- 
vantage in the matter of political ele- 
vation. All Europe needs that. All 
the world needs that. A man’s relig- 
ion is something between himself and 
his God and it must not, directly or 
indirectly, be interfered. with. 
Furthermore, during that exposition 
Christian civilization will confront bar- 
barism. We shall, as a nation, have a 
greater opportunity to make an evan- 
lizing impression upon foreign na- 
ionalities, than would otherwise be 
afforded us in a quarter of a century. 
Let the churches of the city where the 
exposition is held be open every day 
and prayers be offered and sermons 
reached and doxologies sung. In the 
ess than three years between this and 
that world’s convocation, let us get a 
baptism of the Holy Ghost so that the 
six months of that world’s fair shall be 
fifty Pentecosts in one and instead of 
three thousand converted, as in the 
former Pentecost, hundreds of thou- 
sands will be converted. Lou must 
remember that the Pentecost men- 
tioned in the Bible occurred when 
there was no printing press, no books, 
no Christian pamphiets, no religious 
newspapers, and yet the influence was 
tremendous. How many nationalities 
were touched? The account says: 
„Parthlans and Medes and Elamites,’’ 
that is, people from the eastern coun- 
tries; Phrygia and Pamphylia,“ that 
is, the western countries; Cyrene and 
strangers of Rome, Cretes and Arab- 
ians,’’ that is, the southern countries; 
but they were all moved by the mighty 
spectacie. Instead of the sixteen or 
eighteen tribes of people reported at 
that Pentecost, all the chief nations of 
Europe and Asia, North and South 
America, will be represented at our 
world’s fair in 1892, anda Pentecost 
here and then would mean the saiva- 
tion ot the round world. But, yousay, 
we may have at that fair the people of 
all lands and all the machinery for gos- 
pelization, the religious printing presses 
and the churches, but all that would 
not make a Pentecost; we must bave 
God. Well, you can have Him. Has 
He not been graciously waiting? and 
nothing stands in the way but our own 
unbelief aud indolence and sin. May 
God break down the barriers! The 
randest opportunity for the evangel- 
zation of all nations since Jesus Christ 
died on the cross will be the world’s 
exposition of 1892. God may take us 
out of the harvest field before that, but 
let it be known throughout Christen- 
dom that that pear. between May and 
November, will be the mountain of 
Christian advantage, the Alpine and 
Himalayan height of opportunity over- 
topping all others for salvation. In- 
stead of the slow process of having to 
send the gospel to other lands by our 
own American missionaries, who have 
difficult toil in acquiring the foreign 
language, and then must contend with 
foreign prejudices. what a rane thing 
to have able and influential foreigners 
converted during their visit in Amer- 
ica, and then have them return to their 
native lands with the glorious tidings. 
Oh, for an overwhelming work of grace 
for the year 1892, that work beginning 
in the autumn of 1889.

Burgoyne’s Defeat: Incidents of the 
Battle — The Battle of King’s 
Mountain — Edgar Allan 
Some of His Works. | 


As September, 1777, was drawing to 
a close, Burgoyne’s position was con- 
tinually growing more critical. No 
help came from New York, and neither 
officers nor men dared to take off their 
clothes as the camp was in a state of 
incessant alarm. On the morning of 
October 7th, it was necessary to send 
out a foraging party, and 1500 picked 
men, under Burgoyne himself, marched 
in double rank to a ridge a mile north- 
west of the American camp to watch 
their adversaries. Morgan’s riflemen 
Poor’s New Hampshire brigade and 
Dearborn’s Light Infantry were or- 
dered to make a simultaneous attack 
on the enemy’s right and left. When 
Poor’s men advancing steadily up the - 
slope, had received one volley, they 
dashed forward with a shout to the 
very mouth of the cannon. So fierce 
was the contest that one piece was 
taken and retaken several times. Col. 
Cilley leaping upon it, waved his 
sword, edicating the gun to the 
American cause.“ and then, with 
their own ammunition, he opened a 
pore ontheenemy. The British lines 
roke. Meanwhile, Morgan had driven 
back Fraser, who was covering the 
English right, and fell on that flank 
impetuously. Arnold, whose quarrel 
with Gates had caused his retirement 
from command, now rushed from his 
tent and dashed to a part of Learned’s 
brigade, where he was received with 
cheers by his old followers. He or- 
dered a charge on the center of the 
British line, and delivering ed - 
mands where the bullets were he 
thickest, he galloped over the field as 
if possessed with the demon of combat. 
His headlong valor inspired the troo 
with desperate courage, and at the 
second charge the English gave way. 
Gen. Fraser's attempt to form a second 
line attracted the attention of Morgan, 
who saw that this officer alone lay be- 
tween the Americans and victory. 
Calling some of his best riflemen 
around him, he said: “That gallant 
officer is Gen. Fraser; I admire and. 
honor bim, but he must die. Stand 
among those bushes and do your 
duty.“ Mounted on his charger and 
dressed in full uniform, Fraser was a 
conspicuous mark. A bullet cut the 
crupper of his saddle and another his 
horse’s mane. Though warned by, his’ 
staff that he was singled out, Fedsed: 
refused to retire, and a moment ‘ater 
fell mortally wounded. Just then the 
New York troops came on the field 
and swept all before them. As Bur- 
goyne vainly sought to rally his men, 4 
ullet pierced his hat and another tore 
his vest. The Americans pursued to 
the very entrenchments, while Arnold 
with the same madness of battle, 
stormed the camp of the light infan- 


try under Balcarras. Repulsed, he 
rode to the left, ex all the way to 
the crossfire of armies, and 


ordered an assault on the British 
Tight. A stockade was carried and the 
essians were cut off from the main 
body of the English army. In the

KING’S MOUNTAIN. 

Late in September, 1780, Cornwallis 
sent Maj. Patrick Ferguson to embody 
the Tories in the mountains west of 
the Broad River. Many flocked to his 


standard, and he crossed the Broad

River at Cherokee Ford on October 
Ist and encamped among the hills at 
King’s Mountain with 1500 men. 
Several bodies of patriot militia under 
Shelby, Sevier, Campbell and others 
united to 2 Ferguson, and on the 
7th of October they fell upon his camp 
amid the cluster of high, wooded and 
ravelly hills of King’s Mountain. In 
he sharp and fierce engagement which 
ensued the British were totally de- 
feated. Ferguson was slain and 300 
of his men were killed or wounded, 
The spoils of victory were 800 prisoners 
and 1500 stand of small arms. The 
Americans lost 20 men. The defeat 
was as severe a blow to Cornwallis as 
Baum's defeat ut Bennington in 1777, 
Among the prisoners were some of the 
most bloodthirsty ‘Tories, who had 


recent atrocities. Ten of them were 
tried and hung from the limb of a 
tulip tree. The destruction of Fergu- 
son’s force crushed the spirits of the 
Tories. On the spot where Ferguson 
fell a monument was subsequently 
raised to the memory of the patriots 
who had been slain in the battle. 
EDGAR ALLAN POE, 

an American author and poet of great 
distinction. was born in Boston Jan- 
uary 19, 1809, and died in Baltimore 
October 7, 1849. A tragic interest 
attaches to his career, as he was ex- 
tremely dissipated throughout his life. 
Among his productions are The 
Raven,” The Bells, Tales of the 
Grotesque and Arabesque“ and The 
Fall of the House of Usher,“ the last 
two being in prose.
